The Delaware Valley is a conservative areawhen 
it comes to having disasters such as hurricanes, floods, 
tornadoes and blizzards. However, all of these have oc- 
curred here on occasion. In addition, most of the other 
types of emergencies that amateur radio, around the 
world, has encountered could happen here. 


Articles in QST have stressed the importance of both 
planning and continued training, so that we will be pre- 
pared when needed. Field Day, RACES(pronounced, 
races-Ed), and ARES operations provide some training. 
However, as stressed in QST, conducting communica- 
tions in Special Service/ Public Service events provide 
training that, in many ways, is better than just checking 
into nets. 


Phil- Mont has operated in the past during two major hur- 
ricanes that have hit this area. Various versions of our 
MOCOM V emergency commiinications vehicle were used 
during those emergencies. Our Public Service radio op- 
erations for the many events in which we participate each 
year provide us with continuing training for preparedness 
for emergency communications, For example, the two- 
day Scout Paddel- Rama operation during July and the U. 
S. Cycling Championship Race operation in June provi- 
ded both good operator training and an opportunity to test 
various communications techniques. Phil-Modnt will con- 
tinue its leadership role in amateur radio mobile and e- 
mergency communications capabilities by operating at 
every opportunity in events of these types. Our Motto, 
"Every Single Minute, '' will also continue.

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LETTER FROM THE PREZ 
To Joel Bloom, Director of the Franklin Institute 


Dear Mr. Blooms June 7, 1985 


In learning of the relocation plans of the amateur radio station 
located in the Franklin Institute, the Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club 
wishes to inform you that we will be very pleased to assist you in 
that action. Interestingly, an amateur radio club that supports a 
similar station located in the Maryland Science Center in Baltimore, 
Maryland has advised that the station there will be relocated in the 
near future due to similar renovations being made at that facility. 
They have asked Phil-Mont for recommendations concerning their 
arrangement of equipment and have advised that they are considering a 
visit to the Institute to see the station. 

Our Club has supported the amateur radio station exhibit since 
Mr. Lawrence LePage was the Institute Director. Over the past 
several years Phil-Mont has assisted the Institute in obtaining and 
installing the very best of modern amateur radio equipment and 
antennas. Reports received from our Club members who have visited 
amateur radio stations located in similar institutions, such as the 
smithsonian Institute and the Maryland Science Center, have advised 
that the station there at the Franklin Institute is the most modern 
and the most attractive one they have seen. 

Amateur radio through the years has played a significant role in 
experimentation with new techniques for radio communications. In 
recent years satellite communications, completely funded by amateur 
radio, have been used for world-wide communications. Additionally, 
computer interfaces are beimg used for various modes of 
communications using home computers. Our Government has long 
recognized the important role that amateur radio has had in 
communications development. This has been exemplified by the fact 
that a scientist, who is also an amateur radio operator, was 
permitted to communicate with fellow amateurs world-wide during a 
recent NASA spacecraft mission and a similar type of operation is 
being planned for the next mission. 

Most of the people who have professionally developed the 
communications capabilities that are available today are, or have 
been, amateur radio operators. Therefore, amateur radio has a 
definite place in the scientific field. The Institute's exhibit and 
the activities that we have been conducting at the Franklin Institute 
are helping both of us to provide an incentive for the youth of the 
Delaware Valley to consider both membership in the Amateur Radio 
Fraternity and a future career in the communication field. 

Thank you for you continuing support and assistance with regard 
to our meeting place and the Federal Communications Commission 
sanctioned amateur radio license exam sessions that are being held at 
the Institute. A member of our Club, Mr. Raymond Gillespie, will be 
contacting you to further discuss Phil-Mont's relationship with the 
Franklin Institute.

The new House bill, HR-2479, has 
language similar to the Goldwater bill that was introduced into the 
Senate earlier this year as S-66. The new Bates bill presently has 
13 cosponsors, but hams can help add to that list by soliciting 
support from their congressional representatives.
